letin ha« been issued: 

"Maltre Labori, counsel for Drey 
fu8, while going to the courtroom, was 
•hot from bebind, tb« ball penctratlDg 
tbe posterior region of the tboraz, on 
the right side, at the height of the 
fifth or sixth dorsal vertebra. The 
beavy flow of blood prevents for the 
moment «xflorations to datermlne the 
deptb of tbe wound. Tbe doctors hope 
that the ball is lodged in the muscles 
enveloping the vertebral column. They, 
bowerer. maintain full reacnrs respect- 
ing tbe integrity of tbe lung and spina I 
cord." 

Colonel Jouaust, on hearing the news 
of the Labori outrage, suspended tbe 
. sitting ot tbe eowrtmartlal nnill 7:15 
a. m. 

The proceedings recommenced with 
the confronting of Q:eneral Mercier, 
formerly minister of war, and M. Cas- 
laUr-Perter, ex-preeldent of France. 
The latter declared that General Mer- 
cier's story as to the imminence of war 
between France and Oermany was 
groaaly exaggerated and be complained 
of tbe action of General Mercier in 
moving forward troops to tbe tvoatier 
without coneulting him. 

As it waa M. Labori's task to take 
Ctoneral Mercier In band and M. De- 
nutnge, aaaoclate counsel, waa quite 
unprepared for the task, the few ques- 
tiona tbe latter put were practically of 
UtUe efteot and Ctoneral Mercier es- 
Mped ebeaply. 

Moreover, M. Demange was deeply 
affected by the attempt to assassinate 
hia colleague and waa quite unable to 
do bimaelf Justice. 

M. Casimlr-Perier, resuming his tes- 
timony, said he did not reply to cer- 
tain of General Mercier's insinuations. 
"I do not wlsb to answer tbem," said 
tbe former president. 

"The circumstances arc too sad and 
too tragic for me to envenom the dis- 
cussion. I am master of myself and 
of my conacience. I would only state 
tbat General Mercier bas made every 
effort to mix me as deeply as possible 
In this affair. But I have remained 
aloof, I afBrm, during tbe progreae of 
tbe investigation." 

Tbe former president then compldoi 
of the Incorrect behavior of his subor- 
dinate toward the chief of state. 
General Zurllnden Called. 

General Zarllnden, also a former 
minister of war, testified. He trav- 
ersed the old ground and decuared tbat 
notbing, not even Seterbasy'a oonfea- 
•lona, bad occurred to ebaage bis eon- 
Tlctlons. The reiteration by General 
Zurllnden of bis firm belief that Drey- 
fua wrote the bordereau created lively 
excitement. 

( M. Demange suggeated tbat if Col- 
6nel Fabre had not thought of exam- 
ining tbe handwriting of the proba- 
tioner* tbe bordereau would tben bave 
"bean eternally buried in tbe arcbivea 
•of tbe mlniatry of war, "and," be re- 
cnaxked, "if this is the case, it must 
te evident there waa notbing in tbe 
bordarau wbloh indicted Dreyfus." 

General Zurllnden, in a troubled 
voice, acknowledged this fact conclu- 
aively and tried to explain. 

M. Demange, however, got General 
Zurllnden to admit tbat it waa not un- 
til after the condemnation that the 
•tudy of tbe bordereau seemed to in- 
dicate tbat it waa tbe work of a proba«> 
tiooer. * 

In reply to further questions, General 
Zurllnden said that in order to know 
the wbole truth in regard to tbe bor- 
dereau tbey must bavt tbe four notes 
therein mentioned. They muat be ee- 
cured. 

At tbia point Dreyfus interjected: 
"I aaaoclate myself with tboee words, 
my colonel. T also declare tbe truth. 

I only ask for the truth." 

These atatements caused excitement 
In court 

General Chanoine next testified. He 
briefly afflrmed his belief in the cul- 
pability of ti»« prisoner. 

Tbe appearance of M. Hanotauz, the 
former minister of foreign affairs, wbo 



followed him in the witness box, re- 
awakened the Interest of tbe audience. 

M. Handtaux declared that when, 
pending the notes, he foresaw the dif- 
ficulties which speedily developed, his 
fears, he aridcd. were fully Justified, 
and when it became neceAary to pub- 
lish several ofBcial notei in order to 
satisfy a foreiftn embassy, the situation 
was undoubtedly grave and he forth- 
with requested General Mercier to 
eeaae the prosecution of the affairs un- 
der tbe ruling circumstance. But Gen- 
eral Mercier was olxlurate and the af- 
fair proceeded. The former minister 
of foreign affairs denied tbe allegation 
tbat be bad told M. Moaod that he be- 
lieved DreyfuB wus guilty. He waa as- 
tounded at M. Uonod'a atatament hot 

the latter was evidently hazy, as he 
bad given three versions of the con- 
versation. 

M. Demange inquired whether M. 
Ranotaux wa« aware of the uncertain- 
ties connected with the translation of 
the telegram dated November 2, 1894. 

M. Hanotaux replied that uncertainty 
was the rule in such faaea He was 
only aware of the one drawn up in the 
foreign olllce which alone was com- 
municated to tbe war minister. 

Tbe representative of ■ the govern- 
ment, M. Carrlere, having excused M. 
Casimir-Perler, General Mercier and M. 
Hanotaux from further attendance un- 
less sumnMned, the court rose at noon, 
idjouming' tmtll Wedneadajr.

.Isaassla So Near It Was imiowible 
For Him to Miss. 

Rennes, Aug. 14.— Only two or three 
.aborers vAng to work witnessed tbe 
khooting of Maltre Labori. 

The spot was wdl chosen, as the 
murdertrs could not be seen by M. La- 
bori until they rushed out on their 
victim, tbe entrance to tbe lane being 
hidden by blushes. Moreover, they were 
afforded an easy means of escape by 
passing back through tbe lane which 
led to tbe country. 

One of the laborers, named Patoux, 
who witnessed the shooting, said: 

"As I was passing along the road 
I saw a tall man walking quickly in 
tbe direction of Rennet. He waa on 
the towinf,' path of the Valaine. He wos 
attired in a dark lounge suit and wore 
a bowler hat. It was Just at he reach- 
ed tbe bridge croaalng the stream fall- 
ing into the Valaine two men, about 
me<linm height and wearing dark suits 
and round, soft felt bate, emerged 
from a rural path and entered the main 
road. One of them carried a heavy 
stick. They approached M. Labor! 
from behind. Suddenly one drew a re- 
volver and flred point-blank at Labori 
He was so near tbat It was quite fmpoa- 
sible for him to miss. 

"A Fhaip report was heard and M 
labori threw up bis arma and cried 
'ho la la' (which la a common French 
exclamation) and fell flat upon his 
face, and one or two others who saw 
the deed ran up, hut the murderers had 
vanished down the lane. Help was im- 
mediately sent for and the gendnrmos 
quickly arrived, and soon alierward 
Madame Uborl." 



Sufl'crlna Great Ak<>».\ . 
Rennes, Aug. 14.— At 2 o'clock p. m. 
M. Labori was suffering great agony 
and tbe doctora, wbo bad left the 
house, were hurriedly summoned to 
attend the psticrit. Colonel Jouaust 
called after the close of the session of 
tbe courtmartial and waa allowed to 
see M. Labori. Ha expreaaed deepeat 
regret at tbe occurrence. General Mer- 
cier followed, but the doctors de- 
clared tbat M. Labori could not bear 
luch an interview In hIa preeeot state, 
and General Mercier was obliged to go 
away without s€eing the wounded man. 

Suspect Arrested. 
Paris, Aug. 14. — A dispatch from Le 
Mana, 130 miles south of this city, says 
a eonunlMary of police baa arrested at 
the railroad station a man named Gal- 
lon, a marine engineer, who wus on his 
way from Rennes to Havre, whose ap- 
pearance correajtonda with the descrip- 
tion of the man who attempted to a»- 
•aaainate M. Labori. 



Admiral Dewey 111 With Fever. 
Leghorn, Italy, Aug. 14.— Admiral 
Dewey remained on bowd Ma flagship, 
the United States omisar Oiympia, 
which arrived here ffom Naples, being 
111 with fever. The captain of the ves- 
sel received tbe visits of officials and 
others in his place. Tbe newspapers 
Gilzetta Livornex and II Telegrafo of 
this place bave published biographlea 
of tbe victor ot Cavlte.

He Awaits an Attack, and Says IIi» 
FurtreM Is Impregnable and 
aapplied Wltb Arms, Wa- 
ter and Provisions* * 



Paris, Aug. 14.— Any one visiting 51 
Rue de Chabrol would see a curiuu.s 
siglft. Within 60 yards of the bouse, 
on either side, two lines of bine-coated, 

whlte-trousered poiicomen prevent tbe 
passers-by from approacblng the two- 
story building bearing a flaming sign 
boar4: "Grand Occident de France." 

This Is tbe headquarters of the Anti- 
Semitic league. Heavy iron shutters 
cover the windows and the massive 
door is kept closed. Within are Jules 
Guerln, president of tbe league, for 
whose arrest a warrant is out, the no- 
torious anti-Jewish former mayor of 
Algiers. Max Regis and 40 of Guerin'a 
most faithful followers. The "Te- 
rasses" of the cafes across the street 
are filled with types of the men wbo 
are always in evidence when street 
troubles are in the wind, shouting 
"Vive Guerin;" Vive I'Armee" and 
"Down with the Jews." 

Inside the bouse resembles an arse- 
nal. Rifles, carbines, revolvers and 
cartridge belts hang round the walls 
and are stacked in gun racks. On the 
gallery round the roof 10 men with 
carbines on their shoulders mount 
guard. At the Isrge gate below a 
vigilant watchman is on duty. If any- 
one rings, , tbe side of the grated 
"Judaa" Is pushed aside and tbe visit- 
ors name and business are asked in 
court terms. 

Inside Jules Guerln, six feet tall, 
broad-chested and black- bearded, com- 
mands the garrison. 

"The hou.se is Impregnable," be de- 
clared to an interviewer. "Tbe walls 
are 60 centimetrea thick and tbe win- 
dows and doora aheeted with iron. We 
bave rifles and cartridges. Whoever 
tries to lay a hand on us will l>e a 
dead man. We shall never surrender. 
We would rather blow up tbe bouse. 
They can cut off our water and gas; 
we don't 'care. We bave 10,000 cubic 
metres of water in the reservoir, 2,000 
bottles of mineral water in tbe cellar 
and a large quantity of petroleum. 

"We do not fear starvation. We are 
provisioned for two months; as to 
taking ths house by storm, let them 
come and try It" 

M. Guerin and bis garrison are be- 
coming distrustful and probably 
afraid tbat the police may rush their 
citadel.

President Donnelly's report an- 
nounced that the International union 
is in the most prosperous condition 
since 1892. The report declared that 
too frequent use of tbe strike baa les- 
sened its effectiveness. Biennial instesd 
of annual conventions wwe recom- 
mended hereafter. 

The committee on shorter workday 
reported tbat tbe memberdilp ot un- 
ions last November was I7.4S5. Of 
these. 24.967 members were in aajoy- 
ment of the nine- hour day. 

ioluiKlers In Want. 
Seattle, Wash.. Aug. 14.— A private 
letter from Captain Slamm of the rev- 
enue cutter Grant, now with the seal- 
ing patrol in Bering sea, relates that 
tbe inhabitants of Attou island, num- 
bering tt men and 50 women and chil- 
dren, were found by him In a pitiable 
condition from cold and hunger. Many 
of the children were partially nake<l 
and the women were but little better 
off. The only fuel on tbe island was a 
scant supply of dry wood. Tbe Grant 
furnished the Inhabitants rations and 
clothing.. 

In a street duel at Dallas, Tex., be- 
tween Policeman A. P. Rawllngs and 
Charles A. Daniels both were killed. 

At Reading, Pa., Solomon Qulnter 
shot and killed bis wife, Annie, 48, 
and bar paramour.

The last arrival was 
Captain Smith, a veterinary surgeon of 
the Britiah army. H* cams direct 
from Kansas City. 

The three officers and one other ar- 
rived In New York last Saturday a 
week ago on tbe steamer Campagnia, 
under orders to proceed to New Or- 
leans after visiting one or two other 
cities. Just why they are in New Or- 
leans neither of the gentlemen will say, 
but tbe fact tbat Captain Smith is a 
veterinary surgeoa, added to tbe per- 
sistent rumors that have emanated 
from St. Ix)uis to the effect that the 
British government is after a large 
number of American mules for use in 
South Africa, gives very pronounced 
color to this story. 

Captain Smith was seen by a re- 
porter upon bis srrival, but all he 
would say was: "We are here to se- 
curee certain information, tbe publi- 
cation of which wottld^ hamper us in 
our work."

lodge. Independent Order of Red Men, 
have arrived here. They are beaded 
by Grand Powbattan Charles Aker of 
Cleveland, and Grand Secretary Fa- 
ble of Chicago. Tbe aeeaions of the su- 
preme lodge promise to bo largely at- 
tended from ail parts of the coast. 

Former Deputy Marshal Killed. 

Ix)ndon, Ky., Aug. 14.— Charlie 
Jones was shot and instantly killed by 
Cam Williams at Bast Bernstadt Jones 
waa formerly deputy town marshal, 
and at 10 o'clock he went, while in- 
toxicated, to the home of Williams and 
drove bim and bis friends into the 
yard. Williams surrendered and Is in 
Jail here. 

Kentucklans Murdered In Al iska. 

Seattle, Wash.. Aug. 14.— Hugh Ken- 
nedy of San Francisco, who has just 
returned here from Kotzebue sound, 
Alaska, brings the report tbat tbe 
Pickering brothers of Kentucky were 
murdered by natives while prospecting 
on the Sitawik river. 

Causes Comiiienf. 
Washington. Aug. 14. — Richard Cro- 
ker's praise of Bryah is causing a 
great deal of gossip smong politicians 
bere. His asseriion tbat Bryan is one 
of the greatest men of the century and 
a statesman nearer than other to the 
people, is regarded by tbe Bryan men 
in Washington as a promise that Tam- 
many hall will be for the Nebraskan. 

Panic at Puerto Plata. 
Puerto Plata, San Domingo, Aug. 14. 
— The people here are In wild panic. 
The revolution against the govern- 
ment is gvining ground. The situa- 
tion is considered bad tor tbe govern- 
ment forces. Surgeons and drugs have 
gone from here to Monte Cbristl. 

Kriegerbaad Meets. 

Chicago, Aug. 14.— The Krlegerbund 
of North Ameiica convened here. Pres- 
ident Joseph Slenker delivered his an- 
nual address.

Hollo, Aug. 14.— General Bates Is still 
negotiating for a treaty with the sul- 
tan of the Suin Islands. The sultan is 
as yet unwilling to accept the terms 
offered by the Americans. He says 
that tbe Spaniarda misrepresented to 
tbe world the nature of the IkM^ 
which he mnde with them, and ne 
wishes to limit the Americans to the 
ocupation of the town of Jolo alone. 
He claims the island of Slssl and tha 
town as his own. 

The Moros are friendly, but the 
towns of Zamboauga and Mercedes are 
held by ths insurgents. They number 
600 men, and are armed with rifles 
under their leader at Vares, who stst- 
ed to the comniaialer of the Castlne 
that he desired to be neutral until the 
difficulty with Aguinaldo in Luton waa 
settled. If the lattsr wat beaten he 
would surrender. 

In Cebu the Insurgents still hold 
their strong positions in tbe mountains. 
The majority of the population do not 
want to fight, btit are hostile In spirit. 
The native servant of an American 
officer was caught by the insurgents 
and branded on tbe forehead with tha 
word "traitor." 

In the ease of IloIIo the Insurgents 
are entrenched about the nearby 
towns. Jaro and Molo. Tbe rainy sea- 
son prevents an active campaign, but 
considerable flgbtlng may be expected 
in the fall. The rich natives hav« not 
returned to their homes. 

The Island of Negros Is still uneet- 
tled. General Hughes has sent extra 
troops to suppress tbe uprising. Tbe 
richer class of natives are gradually 
returning tti their homes. 

HIGH WIND_AND RAIN 

Remnants <it° West Indian llurrleaiic 
^«trlkc tlie Klurida Coast. 
Jacksonville. Fla.. Aug. 14.— Rem- 
nanfh of the West Indian hurricane 
struck here, lniiising with It a very 
high wind ami rain. The velocity of 
the wind was about 40 miles an hour. 
No damage of any importance was 
done here and none Is reported from 
St. Augustine. Pablo l?ea( h or any of 
the seaside resorts. The news of uu 
approaching storm last week drove 
many visitors on tbe coast home. The 
wires are down south of here and 
nothing has yet been heard from that 
section. Tbe rain continues at tbia 
place but the wind bas fallen. 

The Johnsons' New Venture. 
New York. Aug. 14.— Albert and Tom 
Johnson, tbe American trolley car cap- 
italists, have been seeking for some 
time a foothold in London and be- 
lieve tbat tbeir plans are about to ha 
realised, at least partially. Surveyors 
in the employ of tbe Johnsons are now 
engaged in making map.s of the topog- 
raphy of a route from l.,ondon to 
Brighton. These, with plana of* the 
construction intended, will be litho- 
graphed and presented to the city au- 
thorities about 0<iober 1. at which 
time an application will be made for 
the franchise. 



OiUMotor Plant. 
Pittsburg. Aug. 14.— A plant for tha 
manufacture of the Lanchester oil mo- 
tor, to cost $400,000 and to employ 
aiwut 600 skilled mechanics, is to be 
built in Pittabnrg. The company pro- 
poses to manufacture Lanchester oil 
motors eepeclally for the use of large 
freight trucks and street cars, though 
it bas recently secured an option on 
all the oil-motor patents in the United 
States, Canada and Mexico that are 
owned by the Inventor, Frederick Wil- 
liam Lanchester of Birmingham, En- 
gland, wbo is a large stockholder in 
the new ooneem. 

Navy department Relieved. 
Waablngton, Aug. 14.— The navy de- 
partment baa been greatly relieved by 
a dlbpat(h from Captain Longnccker, 
wbo commands tbe cruiser New Or- 
leans, now at 8sn Domingo city, refer- 
ring to his vessel and the Machias. The 
dispatch gives definite assurance tbat 
ail is well with the two ships. It also 
states that quiet prevails in San Do- 
mingo, at least at those points which 
can be reached bjbtho warships, as the 
Machias bas been patrolling along tbe 
shore for some distance. The two ves- 
t>els will proceed to St. Thomas to coal.

It is claimed that the present company 
has practically abandoned the river this 
side of Cincinnati and ia giving our peo- 
ple only a poor aervioe with small stern- 
wheel steamboats, in the plaoe of such 
floating palaces like the Bostona, Fleet- 
wood, Telegraph, Big Sandy, Potomac, 
St. James and other boats of that class 

The present managera of the pret^ent 
company, it is claimed, state the trade on 
this end of the river does not justify any 
better aervice than they are now giving 
and that the small mosquito boats are 
(jood enough for the patronajia they are 
now receiving. I'erbaps so. If they 
furnish a fifteen cent aaeommodation 
they can only expect a thhrty cent pat- 
ronage.

The gross and net earnings of the com- 
pany for the year just ended are the 
largest in its history, the gross earnings 
being slightly in excess of tliOOO,000 a 
month, and the net for the year being al- 
most $4,000,000. The freight earnings 
show a slight falling ofr(for reasons here- 
after explained), and the passenger earn- 
ings show a large increase, due to im- 
provement in business along the line and 
throughout the country generally. The 
expense of operation has been 67 per 
cent, and the net earnings have corre- 
responded with increase, givinj; a clear 
surplus over all diaiies of ever 1 per 
cent, on the common stock of the com- 
pany. 

The large increase in the gross earn- 
ings is due espeiiially to the increase in 
the passenger department, the revenue 
from which was larger than during the 
World's Fair, the increase in this depart- 
ment being $4ti7,O0O. This includes, of 
course, earnings on the branch lines.
